CHARTER  OF  INCORPORATION. 


•* 


GRANTED  JULY  18th,  1851. 

Whereas,  the  following  named  persons,  citizens  of 
this  Commonwealth,  viz. : Alonzo  Potter,  William  H. 
Odenheimer,  Joseph  Reed  Ingersoll,  Peter  McCall, 
G-eorge  M.  Wharton  and  Francis  Wharton,  have,  to- 
gether with  other  citizens,  associated  themselves  for  the 
purpose  set  forth  in  the  following  articles,  and  are 
desirous  to  be  incorporated  agreeably  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Pennsylvania, 
entitled  “ An  Act  to  confer  on  certain  Associations  of 
the  Citizens  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  powers  and 
immunities  of  corporations  or  bodies  politic  in  law,” — 
They  therefore  declare  the  following  to  be  the  objects, 
articles,  and  conditions  of  their  said  association,  agreeably 
to  which  they  desire  to  be  incorporated,  viz. : 

I.  NAME. 

The  name  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  “The  Hospital 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Courch  in  Philadelphia.” 

II.  OBJECTS. 

The  objects  of  this  Corporation  are — 

1.  To  provide  medical  and  surgical  aid  and  nursing 
for  the  sick  and  disabled,  either  in  the  Wards  of  the 
Hospital  or  at  their  homes. 

2 To  instruct  and  train  suitable  persons  in  the  duties 
of  nursing  and  attending  upon  the  sick. 

3.  To  provide  the  instructions  and  consolations  of 
religion  according  to  the  principles  of  the  Protestant 
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Episcopal  Church,  for  those  who  arc  under  the  care  of 
the  institution. 

4.  Such  other  purposes  incidental  and  kindred  to 
those  above  mentioned  as  the  Board  of  Managers  here- 
inafter to  be  provided,  may  prescribe. 

III.  OF  CONTRIBUTORS. 

1.  Every  person  contributing,  at  one  time,  a sum  not 
less  than  fifty  dollars,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the 
annual  election  for  managers. 

2.  Every  contributor  of  one  thousand  dollars  shall  be 
entitled  to  have  one  person  constantly  in  the  wards  on 
his  or  her  recommendation. 

3.  Every  contributor  of  two  thousand  dollars  shall 
become  a perpetual  contributor,  and  be  entitled  to  have 
one  person  constantly  in  the  wards  on  his  or  her  recom- 
mendation • and  shall  have  in  addition,  the  privilege  of 
designating  by  last  will,  or  other  declaration  in  writing, 
attested  by  two  witnesses,  in  whom  the  rights  of  con- 
tributorship  shall  be  vested. 

4.  Every  contributor  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  be 
entitled  to  confer  such  name  as  he  or  she  shall  appoint, 
upon  a ward,  which  shall  ever  thereafter  bear  that 
designation. 

5.  Every  contributor  of  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  be 
entitled  to  confer  such  name  as  he  or  she  shall  appoint 
upon  a ward,  which  shall  ever  thereafter  bear  that  desig- 
nation, and  shall  have  in  addition,  the  privilege  of  having 
five  patients  at  all  times  in  the  Hospital  Such  privilege 
to  be  enjoyed  perpetually,  and  to  pass  by  last  will  or 
other  declaration  in  writing  attested  by  two  witnesses. 

6.  A contributor  of  any  sum  shall  be  entitled  to  have 
a patient  each  year  upon  the  books  of  the  institution,  for 
a period  equal  to  double  the  period  which  the  annual 
interest  on  his  contribution  would  entitle  him  to,  at  the 
rates  for  pay  patients. 


7.  A yearly  payment  of  five,  ten,  twenty,  or  more  dol- 
lars constitutes  an  annual  subscriber,  with  the  privilege 
of  having  a patient  in  the  Hospital,  or  of  securing 
attendance  and  medicines,  at  his  or  her  home,  during 
the  year  of  his  subscription,  for  a period  equal  to  double 
the  period  which  the  amount  of  his  subscription  would 
entitle  him  to,  at  the  rates  for  pay  patients,  but  without 
the  right  of  voting  for  managers,  unless  his  annual  sub- 
scription shall  amount  to  fifty  dollars. 

8.  The  corporation  hereby  established  shall  also  be 
entitled  to  receive  from  persons  charitably  disposed,  do- 
nations or  legacies  to  any  amount  not  falling  within  any 
of  the  foregoing  classes,  and  apply  the  same  to  the  gen- 
eral purposes  of  the  institution. 

9.  The  privileges  of  all  contributors  or  subscribers 
shall  be  enjoyed  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  insti- 
tution. 


IY.  OP  GOVERNMENT. 

The  government  of  the  institution  shall  be  vested  in  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  twenty-four  persons, 
communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
Philadelphia,  one-third  of  whom  shall  be  clergymen,  in 
addition  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  if  there  be  one, 
who  shall  be  ex-officio  President  of  the  Board.  In  case 
of  a vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Board  shall  choose 
for  the  current  year,  one  of  their  own  number  to  be 
President,  until  there  be  a Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

The  election  for  managers  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  January,  1852,  and  thereafter  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  January  in  every  year,  or  in  case  of  failure  to 
elect  on  that  day,  on  any  subsequent  day.  At  the  first 
election,  twenty-four  managers  shall  be  chosen,  in  three 
different  classes  of  eight  members  each,  to  continue  in 
office  for  one,  two,  and  three  years  respectively ; and  at 
every  subsequent  election  eight  members  shall  be  elected 
to  serve  for  three  years.  The  Board  shall  have  power 
to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body.  Seven  members 
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shall  be  a quorum  for  all  ordinary  business,  including 
the  payment  of  current  expenses.  But  for  filling  vacan- 
cies in  their  body,  making  or  altering  by-laws,  purchasing 
or  selling  real-estate,  or  other  capital  stock  of  the  insti- 
tution, or  contracting  any  debt  beyond  two  hundred 
dollars,  except  for  current  expenses,  thirteen  members 
shall  be  required  to  form  a quorum. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  at  their  first 
meeting  in  each  year,  or  at  such  other  time  as  they  may 
designate,  a Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  other  necessary 
officers,  provided,  however,  that  the  Treasurer  shall  not 
be  one  of  their  own  body. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  meetings  monthly, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint,  of  which 
due  notice  shall  be  given. 

y.  OF  MEDICAL  OFFICERS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  choose  at  their  first 
meeting  after  their  election,  or  at  such  other  time  as 
they  may  appoint,  such  number  of  Physicians,  Surgeons, 
and  Obstetricians,  for  the  current  year,  as  they  shall 
deem  fit,  who  shall  form  a Medical  Board.  They  shall 
also  fill  vacancies  therein  as  they  occur,  and  shall  have 
the  power  of  removal. 

The  entire  medical  care  of  the  patients  shall  devolve 
on  the  said  Medical  Board. 

No  patient  shall  be  admitted  except  in  the  cases  herein 
otherwise  provided  for,  without  the  certificate  of  one  of 
that  Board,  nor  discharged  without  the  approbation  of 
the  Physician  or  the  Surgeon  at  the  time  in  attendance. 
The  nurses  and  attendants  shall  be  subject  to  their 
authority. 

They  shall  also  be  appointed  at  the  same  time,  assist- 
ant Physicians,  Surgeons,  &c.,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
attend  daily  in  such  rotation  as  they  may  decide  amoDg 
themselves,  to  treat  such  sick  or  injured  persons  as  shall 
present  themselves  for  advice  and  assistance  as  out- 
patients, and  they  shall  visit  them  at  their  houses  when 
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the  case  is  such  as  renders  them  unable  to  come  to  the 
Hospital  for  treatment. 

There  shall  he  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Managers, 
annually,  such  number  of  house-resident  Physicians  as 
shall  be  designated  by  the  Medical  Board  and  approved 
by  the  Managers,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  to  the 
treatment  of  all  the  in-patients  during  the  intervals  of 
the  visits  of  the  attending  members  of  the  Medical  Board, 
to  whom  they  shall  be  held  responsible  for  that  duty. 
They  shall  also  prescribe  for  such  cases  of  out-patients 
as  may  be  presented  at  those  hours  when  the  assistant 
Physician  or  Surgeon  is  not  in  attendance. 

VI.  or  RELIGIOUS  SERVICES. 

A Chaplain  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  for  the  time  being,  or  in  the  event  of  a vacancy 
in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  celebrate  Divine  worship  every  morning 
and  evening  in  a chapel  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose. 

He  shall  be  ready  at  all  times  to  discharge  all  duties 
which  pertain  to  his  office  as  a Minister  of  the  Gospel, 
as  well  to  the  sick  and  poor  at  their  own  homes,  as  to 
the  patients  in  their  wards. 

Private  religious  ministrations  are  not  to  be  under- 
stood as  prohibited  to  any  patient,  according  to  his  or 
her  conscience. 


Vn.  OF  PATIENTS. 

Any  case  of  accidental  injury  shall  be  admitted  if 
brought  to  the  Hospital  within  twenty -four  hours  of  the 
time  at  which  the  injury  was  received,  and  the  case  be 
considered  by  the  House  Physician  or  Surgeon  sufficiently 
severe  to  require  assistance. 

Other  patients,  without  exclusion  of  creed,  color,  or 
country,  shall  be  admitted,  subject  to  the  decision  of  the 
Physician  or  Surgeon  at  the  time  in  attendance  and  the 
acting  Managers;  provided,  that  among  incurable  patients 
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a preference  shall  be  given  to  members  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church. 

Those  cases  which  are  deemed  by  the  Medical  officers 
most  necessitous,  urgent  and  dangerous,  and  those  which 
are  most  likely  to  admit  of  being  relieved,  are  to  have 
preference  in  being  received  as  patients. 

Persons  afflicted  with  contagious  diseases  may  be  re- 
ceived, subject  to  such  limitations  or  regulations  as  ex- 
perience shall  show  to  be  requisite. 

VIII.  OP  NURSING  AND  LAY  ATTENDANTS. 

Besides  paid  nurses,  the  following  may  be  employed, 
subject  to  such  restrictions  and  regulations  as  the  Mana- 
gers shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

1.  Persons  of  both  sexes  who  wish  to  be  educated  for 
the  business  of  nursing. 

2.  Persons  of  both  sexes  who  wish  to  devote  a portion 
or  the  whole  of  their  time  to  gratuitous  attendance  on 
the  sick  and  afflicted. 


IX. 

Until  the  regular  election  of  a Board  of  Managers,  in 
January,  1852,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  following 
twenty. four  persons  shall  compose  the  Board  of  Managers :

ADOPTED  OCTOBER  25th,  1851. 


Law  1st. 

The  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be 
held  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  every  month,  at  such  hour 
and  place  as  the  Board,  from  time  to  time  may  designate. 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  on  his 
own  motion ; and  shall  be  called  by  him,  when  he  is  re- 
quested so  to  do  by  five  members. 


Law  2d. 

The  business  of  every  meeting  shall  be  opened  with 
appropriate  Collects  from  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  or 
with  a form  of  prayer  provided  by  the  Bishop.  The  roll 
shall  then  be  called,  and  the  minutes  of  the  former  meet- 
ing read,  corrected  if  necessary,  and  approved.  The  order 
of  business  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1st.  Communications,  which  shall  be  read,  considered 
and  disposed  of, 

2d.  Report  of  Treasurer  read  aud  considered. 

3d.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees  in  alphabetical 
order. 

4th.  Reports  of  Special  Committees  in  the  same  order. 
Each  report  shall  be  disposed  of,  before  proceeding  to  the 
next  in  order ; and  all  reports  shall  be  in  writing. 

5th.  Unfinished  business. 

6th.  Resolutions,  if  any,  submitted  by  any  member. 
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Law  3d. 

At  the  first  meeting  after  each  annual  election,  the 
board  shall  be  distributed  into  Visiting  Committees,  to  be 
composed  of  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen  in  each.  The 
clerical  members  of  each  Visiting  Committee  shall  serve 
during  six  weeks.  Of  the  lay  members  of  the  Committee 
which  shall  first  enter  on  duty  after  each  election,  one  to 
be  determined  by  lot  or  otherwise  at  the  first  meeting  of 
said  committee,  shall  serve  during  only  four  weeks,  at  the 
end  of  which  period,  his  place  shall  be  supplied  by  one 
lay  member  of  the  Committee  next  in  order,  who  shall 
thus  serve  as  the  medium  of  connection  between  the  two 
Committees.  The  term  of  service  of  such  lay  member 
shall  be  six  weeks,  at  the  end  of  which  term  his  place 
shall  be  supplied  by  one  lay  member  of  the  Committee 
next  in  order  of  succession,  and  thus  throughout  the 
official  year. 

Of  the  Visiting  Committee  on  duty,  any  two  shall 
have  power  to  act. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Visiting  Committee  to  visit 
the  Hospital  and  inspect  the  condition  of  the  wards  and 
patients  at  least  once  in  each  week ; to  attend  to  the 
admission  and  discharge  of  patients  in  concert  with  the 
medical  officers  in  attendance  at  the  time ; to  examine 
the  accounts  of  the  Superintendent;  to  see  that  the  rules 
of  the  institution  are  duly  observed ; to  attend  to  the 
purchase  of  all  articles  necessai’y  for  the  use  of  the  Hos- 
pital, provided  always  that  they  do  not  expend  or  incur 
liability  for  any  sum  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars 
without  the  previous  sanction  of  the  Board. 

There  shall  be  appointed  by  ballot  at  the  first  meeting 
of  the  Board  after  the  annual  election,  a Committee  on 
Finance,  to  consist  of  three  members,  who  shall  audit 
the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  and  also  the  accounts  of 
the  Visiting  Committee  semi-annually.  This  Committee 
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shall  also  attend  in  conjunction  with  the  Treasurer  to  the 
investment  and  proper  management  of  the  capital  stock 
of  the  Corporation. 


Law  4th. 

The  President,  or  in  his  absence,  the  member  of  the 
Board  next  in  order  on  the  roll,  shall  preside  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Managers.  He  shall  decide  all  questions  of 
order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Board  as  hereinafter 
provided. 


Law  5th. 

The  Secretary  shall,  besides  the  ordinary  duties  of  a 
Secretary,  such  as  keeping  the  minutes  and  issuing 
notices  to  the  members  of  the  board,  act  also  as  the 
conservator  of  the  papers,  records  and  minutes  of  the 
Hospital.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  seal  of  the 
corporation  and  affix  it  to  documents  when  directed  by  a 
resolution  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  only  in  such 
cases. 


Law  6th. 

The  Treasurer  shall  present  quarterly  to  the  Board  of 
Managers,  a written  report  of  the  state  of  the  funds,  and 
of  his  receipts  and  disbursements  during  the  preceding 
quarter.  He  shall  pay  bills  when  directed  by  a resolu- 
tion of  the  Board,  or  in  accordance  with  the  3d  by-law. 

Law  7 th. 

The  rules  of  order  shall  be  as  follows  : v 

1.  The  ayes  and  noes  on  any  question  shall  be  taken 
at  the  request  of  two  members. 

2.  All  motions  shall  be  submitted  in  writing. 
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3.  The  question  shall  not  be  put  upon  a motion,  un- 
less the  same  be  seconded.  But  all  motions  shall  appear 
upon  the  minutes  and  with  the  mover’s  name,  although 
not  seconded. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  he  shall,  with 
due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining 
himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the 
same  debate,  without  leave  of  the  Board. 

6.  When  a question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion 
shall  be  received,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  post- 
pone it  to  a certain  time,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to 
commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it;  and  motions  for 
any  of  these  purposes,  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order 
herein  named.  The  motions  to  lay  upon  the  table,  and 
to  adjourn,  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  The  motion 
to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order. 

7.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent, unless  otherwise  ordered. 

8.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing, 
and  shall  be  received,  of  course,  and  without  motion  for  j 
acceptance,  unless  recommitted  by  vote  of  the  Board. — 
All  reports  recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  ex- 
pression of  opinion  by  the  Board,  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a resolution  for  the  action  of  the  Board  therein. 

9.  If  the  question  under  debate  contains  several  dis- 
tinct propositions,  the  same  shall  be  divided  at  the  request 
of  any  member,  and  a vote  taken  separately,  except  that 
a motion  to  strike  out  and  insert,  shall  be  indivisible. 

LO.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Chair, 
without  debate ; but  any  member  may,  if  seconded,  ap- 
peal from  such  decision  ; and  on  such  appeal,  no  member 
shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  express  leave  of  the 
Board. 
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11.  Every  member  who  shall  be  at  the  Board,  when 
any  question  is  put,  shall,  on  a division,  be  counted,  un- 
less he  be  personally  interested  in  the  decisiou,  or  ex- 
cused by  the  Board. 

12.  All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order 
in  which  they  are  moved.  When  a proposed  amendment 
is  under  consideration,  a motion  to  amend  the  same  may 
be  made;  no  after  amendment  to  such  second  amend- 
ment shall  be  in  order.  But  when  an  amendment  to  an 
amendment  is  under  consideration,  a substitute  to  the 
whole  matter  may  be  received. 

No  proposition  on  a subject  different  from  the  one 
under  consideration,  shall  be  received  under  color  of  a 
substitute. 

13.  These  by-laws  shall  not  be  altered  or  repealed,  un- 
less notice  thereof  be  given  at  a previous  stated  meeting. 

Law  8 th. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held 
in  November  in  each  year,  a committee  shall  be  appoint- 
ed whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prepare  a report  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Board,  and  of  the  condition  of  the  Hos- 
pital, and  present  the  same  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
contributors  in  January.

THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


The  year  which  has  passed  since  the  administration  of 
the  affairs  of  the  Hospital  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  was  committed  to  the  care  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  which  now  makes  report  to  you,  has  not  been 
marked  by  the  occurrence  of  any  event  in  the  history  of 
the  Institution  which  calls  for  much  comment  by  the 
Board.  Soon  after  they  were  appointed  the  Managers 
made  careful  enquiry  into  the  condition  of  the  funds 
invested,  and  estimated  the  probable  amouht  of  the 
income  which  would  be  available  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  patients,  and  at  once  determined  to  restrict  the 
number  of  inmates  at  any  one  time  in  the  Hospital 
within  the  limits  which  prudence  dictated.  This  deter- 
mination has  been  adhered  to,  though  not  without  great 
difficulty.  The  repeated  applications  for  admission 
when  the  number  was  completely  filled  up,  which  it 
was  necessary  to  reject,  corroborates  the  impression  made 
by  the  large  increase  of  the  actual  number  of  recipients 
of  your  charity,  and  confirms  the  view  held  out  in  each 
of  the  preceding  reports,  that  the  location  of  your  Hos- 
pital is  in  the  very  position  in  which  the  necessity  for 
such  an  institution  was  most  felt;  and  your  Board  is 
more  and  more  convinced  that  each  succeeding  year,  with 
the  steady  growth  in  population  of  the  northern  districts 
of  the  city,  will  display  more  manifestly  the  wisdom  of 
the  determination  and  judiciousness  of  the  benevolence 
which  appropriated  the  lot  and  house  to  this  object. 
True  it  is  that  the  recipients  of  your  bounty  are  not  at 
the  door  of  their  benefactors,  nor  under  the  immediate 
personal  observation  of  the  contributors,  but  they  are 


not  the  less,  but  rather  the  more  needy,  and  therefore 
have  the  stronger  claim  upon  your  kindness.  Should 
the  endowment  of  the  Institution  ever  put  it  in  the 
power  of  those  who  shall  control  its  management,  it  will 
at  any  time  be  quite  possible  to  open  another  place,  in 
which  patients  may  be  received,  in  any  other  part  of  the 
city  in  which  it  may  be  thought  desirable  to  do  so.  It 
must  ever  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  object  proposed  in 
the  foundation  was  not  alone  the  establishment  of  a 
place  of  refuge  for  the  infirm  and  suffering  of  our  own 
congregations,  but  also  the  providing  an  arrangement 
which  should  open  a channel  for  the  extension  of  the  chari- 
ties of  Protestant  Episcopalians  toward  the  destitute  and 
sick  “ without  regard  to  creed,  color  or  country.”  It 
was  to  offer  an  opportunity  for  us  “ to  do  good  hoping 
for  nothing  again.”  The  Institution  has  been  steadily 
advancing  in  the  favour  of  those  for  whose  benefit 
it  was  established,  as  will  be  at  once  evident  to  any 
one  who  will  compare  the  number  of  patients  who  have 
applied  for  relief  in  the  present  year  with  those  who  had 
received  the  same  in  the  two  previous  years.  The  aggre- 
gate of  in-door  patients  has  been  greater  than  that  of  both 
the  preceding  years,  while  nearly  one  thousand  out-door 
patients  have  applied  for  and  received  the  advice  of  our 
resident  physicians,  and  been  supplied  with  medicines  from 
our  dispensary.  There  is  no  limit  to  the  amount  of  benefit 
which  might  be  thus  conferred  but  the  physical  power 
of  the  resident  physicians  and  the  pecuniary  ability 
of  the  corporation.  While  inviting  your  attention  to  this 
feature  in  the  report,  your  board  think  it  only  due  to 
their  medical  officers  to  refer  to  the  very  small  number 
of  deaths,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  patients,  which 
places  the  attention  and  skill  they  have  displayed  in  a 
very  favourable  aspect ; and  it  is  also  due  to  the  contri- 
butors to  invite  their  attention  to  the  large  proportion 
of  patients  who  have  been  supported  entirely  by  the 
funds  of  the  Institution.  Those  who  have  paid  for 
their  board  have  been  received  on  terms  so  low, 
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that  it  merely  covers  the  expense  of  the  individual 
case,  and  the  charge  for  board  is  not  higher  than  the 
same  person  would  have  paid  in  health,  so  that  the 
medical  advice,  medicine  and  nursing  has  been  a free 
gift,  even  to  those  who  are  enumerated  as  pay-patients. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  the  number  of  the 
patients,  and  the  nature  of  the  diseases  for  which  they 
sought  relief,  that  the  class  of  persons  who  have  been  in 
the  house  is  just  that  which  is  generally  found  in  kin- 
dred institutions  : and  though  it  were  imprudent  to  assert 
that  none  had  partaken  of  the  benefits  of  the  charity  who 
were  not  proper  objects  of  its  care,  it  is  believed  that  the 
instances  in  which  your  generosity  has  been  abused  are 
but  few.  As  in  other  kindred  institutions  of  a country 
whose  policy  it  has  been  to  open  every  avenue  which 
shall  invite  to  our  shores  those  aliens  who  desire  to  pro- 
fit of  the  opportunities  afforded  by  its  unexplored  and 
unestimated  resources  for  the  benefit  of  its  inhabitants, 
the  foreign  born  patients  have  very  far  exceeded  in  num- 
ber those  born  on  the  soil.  This  must  always  be  the  case  : 
immigrants  have  generally  exhausted  all  their  slender 
resources  in  the  effort  to  transport  themselves  hither; 
and  seized  with  sickness,  or  subjected  to  injury  before 
they  have  been  able  to  establish  themselves  in  their  new 
home,  are  surely  the  most  necessitous  claimants  of  our 
sympathy.  The  soothing  cares  of  parents  and  kindred 
are  but  imperfectly  supplied  by  our  best  efforts  for  their 
relief ; and  to  provide  the  means  of  restoring  them  to 
health  and  strength  is  certainly  a work  of  sound  patriot- 
ism as  well  as  of  Christian  love.  None  are  more  poor 
and  needy,  and  no  blesssing  is  richer  than  that  which 
rests  on  those  who  provide  for  such. 

The  only  change  which  has  occurred  in  the  Medical 
Board  of  the  Institution  is  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Adinell 
Hewson,  whose  interest  in  the  Hospital  and  faithful  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  his  situation  cause  the  Board  of 
Managers  to  feel  deep  regret  in  parting  from  him.  Ilis 
place  was  supplied  by  the  election  of  Dr.  Roberts  Render- 


dine,  formerly  president  physician.  Dr.  Robert  Stewart 
and  Dr.  Douglass  Hall,  have  been  diligent  and  faithful 
in  the  performance  of  the  important  duties  of  house  resi- 
dents ; and  the  value  of  their  service  is  proved  by  the 
very  large  number  of  out  patients  who  have  applied  to 
them  for  advice.  The  term  for  which  Dr.  Stewart  was 
elected  will  shortly  expire,  a circumstance  which  the 
Board  of  Managers  views  with  sincere  regret. 

In  pursuance  of  the  authority  vested  in  him,  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  has  made  the  necessary  pro- 
vision for  the  proper  performance  of  those  religious  ser- 
vices, which  constitute  no  unimportant  feature  in  the 
character  of  this  Hospital ; and  while  the  funds  at  our 
disposal  have  not  been  sufficient  to  justify  the  appointment 
of  a Chaplain  who  shall  devote  his  entire  time  and  powers 
to  the  service  of  the  sick  and  convalescent  in  the  house, 
and  the  population  of  the  neighbourhood,  the  best 
arrangement  circumstances  would  permit  has  been  made, 
Divine  service  has  been  performed  on  nearly  every 
Lord’s  day  in  the  Hall,  and  the  clerical  members  of  the 
Board  have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  afforded 
by  their  visits  to  the  house,  to  collect  the  inmates  for 
worship  and  instruction.  Lay  assistance  has  also  been 
sanctioned  by  the  Bishop,  and  several  gentlemen  of  high 
ability  and  admirable  qualification  for  the  work,  are  with 
his  sanction  engaged  every  Lord’s  day,  in  giving  important 
instruction  in  Divine  truth.  The  steward  conducts  daily 
worship  in  the  Hall  with  these  patients  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  household  who  are  able  to  attend  there ; and 
it  is  most  gratifying  to  be  able  to  record  the  very  inter- 
esting fact,  that  prayers  are  offered  daily  in  the  wards 
with  those  who  are  too  ill  to  leave  their  beds,  by  our  very 
valuable  Resident  Physicians.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that 
the  religious  element  in  this  effort  is  brought  into  active 
operation,  and  the  result  has  been  such  as  to  gratify  the 
feelings  of  those  who  have  contributed  to  this  attempt 
to  place  Christian  Faith  and  Charity  in  their  proper  rela- 
tion to  each  other.  The  moral  tone  of  the  institution  is 


decidedly  good.  The  Word  of  God  is  diligently  read  by 
those  patients  who  are  able  to  do  so,  and  thus  while  they 
are  receiving  relief  from  their  bodily  sickness  or  infirmity, 
they  are  also  imbibing  influences,  as  much  more  important,, 
as  are  the  interests  of  the  undying  soul  greater  than  those 
of  the  body  which  must  perish  sooner  or  later. 

Your  Board  would  do  violence  to  the  feelings  of  the 
surviving  members,  and  fail  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duty  to  the  memory  of  those  who  have  been  taken  from 
their  side  while  actively  engaged  in  the  performance  of 
the  duties  of  their  station,  did  they  not  record  here  the 
deep  sense  they  entertain  of  the  loss  sustained  by  the 
contributors  in  the  death  of  two  of  the  earliest  and  most 
zealous  and  faithful  co-operators  in  the  organization  of 
the  Hospital ; men  who  approved  the  unfeigned  character 
of  their  interest  in  its  prosperity  by  their  continued 
devotion  to  the  promotion  of  its  welfare : and  whose  place 
cannot  be  filled  by  friends  more  attentive  to  its  wants, 
or  more  efficient  in  their  assistance  ; and  in  looking  for- 
ward to  the  future,  we  can  only  pray  that  God  will  raise 
up  for  us  a succession  of  friends,  whose  zeal,  intelligence, 
and  purity  of  character,  and  devotion  to  the  cause,  shall 
equal  those  of  the  Kev.  James  H.  Fowles  and  Benjamin 
W.  Frazier,  Esq. 

There  remains  one  subject  more  which  your  Board  of 
Managers  begs  again  most  respectfully  to  urge  upon  the 
attention  of  the  contributors,  and  hopes  through  them  to 
bring  prominently  before  the  public.  This  is,  the  abso- 
lute necessity  for  the  erection  of  anew  Hospital  building. 
That  so  nobly  dedicated  to  this  purpose  by  the  ladies  to 
whom  it  was  endeared  as  the  home  of  their  parents’ 
maturity,  and  the  happy  resort  of  their  own  childhood 
and  youth,  though  adapted  to  our  purpose  so  far  as  it  is 
possible  any  structure  could  be  not  planned  designedly 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  sick,  is  not  only  already 
inadequate  to  the  wants  of  the  neighbourhood,  but  is  also 
deficient  in  not  affording  suitable  opportunity  for  the 
proper  classification  and  division  of  the  patients.  Your 
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Board  of  Managers  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the 
contributors  should  authorize  the  new  Board  to  solicit 
from  Architects  plans  and  estimates  for  a building, 
properly  constructed  with  regard  to  the  all-important 
circumstances  of  ventilation,  warming  and  separation, 
with  an  appropriate  chapel  and  accommodations  for  the 
officers. 

Your  Board  does  not  suppose  it  would  be  proper  at 
present  to  commence  the  erection  even  of  one  wing  of 
such  a building  ■ yet  they  cannot  but  encourage  the  hope 
that  at  no  distant  day  the  initiatory  steps  may  be  entered 
upon  without  incuring  the  danger  of  the  imputation  of 
rashness  or  presumption.  The  necessity  is  every  day 
more  manifest,  and  the  growing  wealth  of  our  communion 
will  certainly  justify  the  hope  that,  what  with  the  abun- 
dance of  the  rich,  and  the  self  denial  of  the  poor,  our 
treasury  may  yet  be  filled,  and  a Hospital  built  and  en- 
dowed worthy  of  our  Church. 
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REPORT  OF  CASES  TREATED. 


There  have  been  admitted  during  the  past  year  into  the 
Hospital  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  two  hundred 
and  seventy-one  patients,  making,  with  the  eighteen  mentioned 
in  the  last  report  as  remaining  in  the  house,  two  hundred  and 
eighty-nine  treated  during  the  past  twelve  months  ; being  an 
increase  of  one  hundred  and  nine  over  the  last  year ; nine  hun- 
dred and  ninety-eight  out-door  patients  have  been  prescribed 
for  by  Robt.  Stewart,  M.  D.,  in  his  capacity  as  Assistant  Phy- 
sician, during  the  year.  Of  those  admitted  one  hundred  and
